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J, Sndecency Taking the Day? 

: SPATE OF OBSCENE literature has flooded 
no the American newsstands in recent months. 

’ Using gaudy covers and slick format, these 
purveyors of filth call themselves “entertainment mag- 
azines” or “pleasure magazines.” They are printed on 
quality paper, employ the finest layout design and dis- 
play the names of some of America’s foremost writers. 
But make no mistake about it, they are dedicated to 
the glorification of evil. They are slicked-up versions 
of the cheapest pulp pornography. 

Recently a group of churchmen, lawyers and editors 
met in Washington, D. C., with former congressman 
O. K. Armstrong of Missouri, to explore the situation 
and to see what can be done to stem the swelling flood 
of obscenity. Even the cursory investigation we made 
of these magazines left me depressed and sick at 
heart—sick that such dirt is published so brazenly and 
sicker still that the modern generation has become so 
lewd as to make such publications profitable and 
widely read. Our conference, called “Churchmen’s Con- 
ference on Decent Literature,” was addressed by Rep- 
resentative John Dowdy of Texas, Glenn Everett of 
Religious News Service, and others who have made a 
study of the insidious evil. We made some encouraging 
strides which we hope will culminate in success. The 
leading church groups in America were represented 
by the twenty delegates who came together: Church 
of God, Assemblies of God, Methodist, Baptist, Free 
Will Baptist, Lutheran, Pentecostal Holiness, and 
Seventh Day Adventist. We were given some encour- 
agement by the fact that the Supreme Court was at 
the same time studying the situation as to its legal 
aspects. This libidinous literature breaks the spirit 
of the laws of decency if not the letter, also. 

Emboldened by the daring and the success of the 
first magazine to break through the barrier of de- 
cency, a virtual stampede has followed by others that 
became increasingly vulgar and indecent. Where it 
will stop one can only guess. Virtue is ridiculed, marital 
fidelity is scorned, and decency is mocked. 

These magazines are drumming out a dangerous 
message to their readers. They are the messengers of 
a sex-obsessed age. They imply that the way of living 
they portray is the sophisticated life, that what they 
report is what everyone is doing, that morality is noth- 







ing more than an outmoded pious pretense, that man- 
liness is measured by licentiousness, and that all of 
life is a mad and merry orgy of sex and liquor. Their 
one message is the profanation of every sacred and 
decent concept of God and man. 

What legal steps can and will be taken to cope 
with the obscenity is uncertain. Existing laws are of- 
ten too broad and vague and the interpretation of 
those laws too narrow and technica] for them to be 
effective. Even so, there should be a law within the 
Christian heart that will prohibit personal indulgence 
or sanction of such filth. No matter how slicked up 
and sophisticated it seems, it is still gutter material, 
provided for gutter minds. No Christian mind could 
revel in or feast upon such unadulterated exploita- 
tion of the flesh. Any. person who could read or ex- 
plore such. things with pleasure is either sick or im- 
mature. The popularity of this pornography indicates, 


‘as the Methodist Advocate has called it, a sickness in 


society. Any form of fascination for these magazines 
reveals a basic sensuality, which is a symptom of emo- 
tional or psychological illness. Any sensitive or moral 
nature would be repulsed by such ideas as wife- 
swapping, moral uninhibition, the casting aside of all 
restraint, bacchanalian abandonment to the flesh, as 
are advocated or made appear as the modern norm. 
How much more so will a child of God be nauseated 
and sickened by it. 

No reader of the Evangel will need any warning, 
because any mind refined and spiritual enough to read 
of sacred and holy matters would by no means allow 
such smut into his mind. The great danger is what it 
is likely to do to our boys and girls. Parents should 
watch carefully the things their children read. It 
could be poison. Your son is able today to pick up 
at almost any magazine counter reading material 
that will tell him that he is something less than a 
real he-man if he is decent or has any respect for 
anything that is decent. He may read that he is not 
living until he flings himself into the vortex of lust, 
passion and sensuality. Your daughter can similarly 
be instructed that if she pretends to hold her ideas of 
honor and virtue that she is outmoded and prude. 

One must also consider the dangers of the new rash 
of expose-type magazines that are also smearing their 
filth across the country. These scandal-mongers de- 
pend upon the desire of the modern mind for snoop- 
ing, eavesdropping and peeping-tom-ing for their suc- 
cess. To what depths a mind must sink to find pleas- 
ure or entertainment in such gutter affairs. It is not 
so appalling that such trash will be printed, for there 
are always those who will violate every form of honor 
and decency to make a quick dollar, but that there is 
enough demand for the scandal sheets to make them 
popular. How foul the mind must be that strains 
through it the garbage of the godless. 

Most of the scandal that is published has a grain 
of truth and a mass of innuendo. Much of it is simply 
untrue. But what can the victim do? When you fight 
a skunk you are the loser even if you win. We have 


become the prey of a pack of literary vultures. Both 
the printing and the reading reveal the sad level of 


morals and intellect in our time. 














and you will find at the left side one more 

reminder of America’s dependence upon God. 
The pyramid in the circle is symbolic of the strength 
of the Union. Note that it is unfinished, indicating 
that there will always be work to do to preserve our 
freedom. The eye at the top represents the eye of 
God, ever watchful over us. The Latin words Novos 
Ordo Seclorum mean “a new order of the ages’—de- 
noting that God’s providence is the foundation of our 
republic. 

The second Latin expression Annuit Coeptis says, 
“He (God) has favored our undertakings.” The Rom- 
an numerals 1776 commemorate the date of the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence. 

The history of these United States is steeped in a 
strong belief in our dependence upon Almighty God. 
We cannot speak of our great American heritage 
and tell the true story of it without these many ref- 
erences to God. We cannot tell the true story of it 
without acknowledging the need of a sound faith in 
God, as was exemplified by our early American fore- 
bears—a faith that will not flinch; a faith that will 
not waver; a faith that cannot be shaken. 

The history of the United States is literally bound 
up with a sound, vital faith in God, and we cannot 
afford to sit idly by shortchanging millions of their 
rightful privilege to hear the truth. 

Today men are absorbed in materialism and gain, 
and their lives are geared to so fast a pace that their 
hearts are failing them, nervous disorders are on the

upsurge, insanity is rising, and suicides are on the 
increase. Caravans of tourists are traversing the coun- 
try, and the world, trying to find relaxation and rest. 
Most of our forefathers slept on mattresses filled 
with corn shucks or straw and rested wonderfully well. 
Today men seek Beauty-rest, Sealy, or Comfydown 
mattresses and Simmons beds trying to find rest. Ev- 
ery furniture dealer makes the most of advertising 
the finest. beds to induce sleep and rest. Alas! This 
world is trying to find rest by fixing beds and mat- 
trésses instead of fixing their tormenting consciences, 
the source of all their sleeplessness and unrest. 

On many a coffin lid are the words “At Rest,” ac- 
knowledging that this poor old wicked world does not 
give rest. 

Jesus said, “I will give you rest—and ye shall find 
rest unto your souls.” 

Are we living so fast that we cannot “take time to 
be holy”? Does a vital, vibrant Christian faith mean 
as much to us today as it did in the early days? Can 
our nation survive and prosper while we depend less on 
God in 1957 than we did in 1776? 

Some have tried to soothe their aching consciences 
by shaking a preacher’s hand, signing a card, by con- 
firmation, or joining a church, and have felt that 
this act has made them a Christian. Yet, neither the 
traditions of the fathers of our country nor the cus- 
toms of the era can abrogate God’s immutable plan 
for the saving of the race. 

If we are to lay claim to the same dependence on 
God in this our day that we did in the days of our 












































































































fathers, we must live the same born-again Christian 


life. Because of His perfect justice God’s tolerant pa- 
tience cannot always wait on people whose faces are 
continually turned from Him. 


It might be well to answer the question at this 
point, what is a born-again Christian? A little boy 
once asked his father this same question. The father 
told his young son so many things about what a 
Christian cannot do that the little fellow looked up 
eventually and said, “Daddy, have I ever seen one?” 
I know that in answering this question we can easily 
become:so taken up with the things that accompany 
the experience that we cannot find the Christian him- 
self. The traveler becomes lost in the baggage. 


Actually, the name Christian denotes a follower of 
the highest and best known divine laws as taught by 
Jesus Christ, and was given to the disciples of Jesus 
at Antioch by the Greeks in derision, in the reign 
of Claudius, about A.D. 43. A Christian is one who 
knows the Lord Jesus Christ as personal Saviour, 
and is living by faith in Him and in fellowship with 
Him. 

Becoming a Christian is experiencing the new birth. 
It is to be born again as Jesus told Nicodemus in 
the Gospel of John, chapter 3. It is a thousand miles 
from perfunctorily signing a card, shaking a minis- 
ter’s hand, being confirmed, joining a church, or any 
combination of these. The act of being born again, 
of becoming a Christian, consists of no less than the 
following essential principles: 










CONVICTION of sin by the Spirit through the Word 
—conviction that we have sinned, and that the wrath 
of God is over us, and that we are already condemned. 
“For all have sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God” (Romans 3:23). “If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and his word is not in 
us” (1 John 1:10). “He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him” (John 3:36). Open your Bible and read also 
Colossians 3:5-7. “He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned: but he that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready” (John 3:18). 

REPENTANCE toward God. Repentance is a change 
of man’s attitude toward God. It is man acknowledg- 
ing himself to be a sinner against God. It is godly sor- 
row for sins committed, which sorrow serves to bring 
man to repent. 

Repentance is not the hog returning immediately 
to his wallow; neither is there repentance in the man 
who prayed, “Lord, forgive me for the load of hay I 
stole last night, and for that load I’m going to go 
back and get tonight.” Repentance is an about-face. 
It is turning from sin and unto God. It is saying no 
to the lowest and yes to: the highest. Repentance is 
saying no to darkness and yes to light; no to the mud 


' puddle and yes to the infinite sea of God’s love; no 


to the ant hill and yes to the majestic mountain; no 
to sin and yes to righteousness; no to the devil and 
yes to the Son of God Himself. 

This is an unnatural thing for natural man to do; 
therefore God commanded it: “And the times of this 
ignorance God winked at (overlooked); but now com- 
mandeth ‘all men everywhere to repent” (Acts 17:30). 
Jesus taught in Luke 13:3, 5, “Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” 


FAITH in the Lord Jesus Christ—faith that receives 
Him into the heart as the Son of God who was made 
sin for us; who bare our sins in His own body on the 
tree; who rose for our justification; and through faith 
in whom we are born again and receive power to be- 
come the sons of God. “For Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to everyone that believeth” 
(Romans 10:4). 

The new birth does not come through subscribing 
to certain creeds, believing certain things, or adhering 
to prescribed doctrines. It is not in turning over a new 
leaf, working in the church, leading in prayer, re- 
ceiving water baptism, attending worship, giving mon- 
ey, or receiving the sacraments of the church. NO! 
Salvation is in a person—the Person of the Lord Jesus 
Himself. Read the fourteenth chapter of the Gospel 
of John. Jesus says, “I am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me.” 
Faith in Him is the only way to life. 


CONFESSION with the mouth, the public expression 
of an imward experience by which the redeemed of 
the Lord say so. “For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with ‘the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation” (Romans 10:10). Andrew told 
Simon Peter, Philip told Nathanael, and you, too, will 
tell it when you have been born again.

My Role as “FOREIGNER” 


Zone. “Remember, you are the foreigner here,” it re- 
minded American soldiers going on leave to Panama 
City. “I, a foreigner?” I asked myself. “Yes, indeed!” 
I had had a tendency to think of myself as a mis- 
sionary in Panama working among foreigners, but it 
dawned upon me that they were the hosts, the house 
was theirs, and I was the guest. 

This revelation brought a question to my mind. Just 
what attitude should I take toward my hosts while 
living and working among them? 

I still have vivid memories of a young American I 
met in Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, Mexico. He tried to 



































be more Mexican than the Mexicans. He left a Bible 
school in California during the middle of the term to 
travel afoot through the towns of Northwest Mexico, 
witnessing to people on the street. His only clothing 
was that which he was wearing—faded denim pants, 
coarse white shirt, sandals, and a large straw som- 
brero. The multi-colored horsehair bag slung over his 
shoulder contained the Spanish Bible that he himself 
could hardly read. I think that his intentions were 
good, but his efforts in vain. 


I remember, too, a recent conversation with the 
wife of an Army colonel stationed in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. Noticing the telephone book in their living room 
in which are listed only the numbers of service per- 
sonnel, I asked her if the Americans stuck pretty 
close together in Rio. “Yes, we do,” she replied. “I have 
no time for Brazilians who do not speak English.” 

One American tried to cover up his American heri- 
tage and identity by becoming extremely Mexican, 
while the other American remained so aloof from the 
Brazilians that she would have nothing to do with 
them unless they were “Americanized.” To me, these 
represent the two extremes to be avoided. 


I cannot, and do not wish to eradicate my heritage 
and identity as an American. Outside the United 
States, people almost immediately spot me as a “for- 
eigner.” If my appearance does not betray me, my 
speech soon does, as Peter’s betrayed him. People do 
not despise me because I am an American and have 
some ways different from their own, but they would 
despise me if I showed contempt and disrespect for 
their ways that are different from mine. I have made 
the following rule for myself: I will adopt as many 
of their ways as possible, rejecting those which put 
me in an unnatural strain and become a burden to me. 

The ideals that America stands for are precious to 
me—freedom, justice, equality for all. Her history is 
my history, her dreams my dreams. I am an American. 
I appreciate the place she occupies today as the 
leader of the free world. Her standard of living is not 
easily forgotten. Her idealism is deeply rooted, even 
in my way of thinking. 

The thought that something so dear to me might 
be used to hurt others is not a pleasant thought, but 
it could happen. Peter saw the possibility of a thing 
so wonderful as Christian liberty being misused. “As 
free, and not using your liberty for a cloak of ma- 
liciousness,” 1 Peter 2:16. My love for my country must 
be used as a tool to promote understanding and good 
will, not a weapon to ridicule and debase. 

Paul was proud of his Roman citizenship. In fact, 
he made full use of its privileges several times in his 





travels. Yet he wrote to his fellow citizens, “I am 
debtor both to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; 
both to the wise, and to the unwise,” Romans 1:14. 

There are some things I have tried to beware of 
while a guest in other countries. It is bad taste to be 
fussy about food, transportation, sanitary conditions, 
and the many other things I may consider inferior 
to those at home. It would put the children of Israel 
to shame to hear some Americans grumble about the 
things they left behind “to come and live in this 
lousy country.” 

It is not safe to overemphasize the backward con- 
ditions of other countries, even at home. After show- 
ing slides of a missionary trip into the mountains 
of Mexico to the Pan-American Club at Arizona State 
College, I had an irate Mexican on my hands. “Why 
didn’t you tell them that all of Mexico isn’t like 
that?” she exclaimed furiously. 

While waiting for someone in a hotel lobby the 
other day, I became engaged in conversation with 
another foreigner. His opening remark was, “The 
Brazilians are ‘ruin,’ aren’t they?” (The Portuguese 
word ruin means just what it sounds like.) If I had 
agreed, we would have sat there like intimate con- 
spirators, tearing the Brazilians apart limb for limb 
and piling them all in a pile. Then we would have 
mounted the pile to sing the praises of our respective 
countries. 

You simply cannot pile all the people of any na- 
tionality in the same pile. There are good and bad, 
according to our way of judging, among all nations, 
but there is none so bad that Christ did not die for 
him. A blanket statement of this nature is the easy, 
lazy way to express an opinion of a people, requiring 
no judgment and no thought. 

It seems to me that the best way to gain the right 
attitude toward any people is to study them, historical- 
ly and socially. Seven Keys to Brazil by Ruth Kelsey 
deepened greatly my respect for Brazil, a country 
born in the throes of a battle for liberty, as was the 
United States. A visit to the National Museum of 
Fine Arts in Rio revealed to me the spirit of a cou- 
rageous, pioneering people. Fairly extensive travel in 
four states and the federal district of this huge coun- 
try has given me a better insight into the tremendous 
obstacles to be overcome in the struggle for progress 
and modernity. My efforts at learning Portuguese 
have given me much pleasure and a better under- 
standing of .those who speak it. 

As not only a representative of my country, but 
also as an ambassador of Christ, I pray that I may 
so conduct myself among my hosts as to be a credit 
to both in my role as “foreigner.”

5 ee | Destroys ie 
in Cisse Whssouri

Desloge and Cantwell, Missouri, 
with a combined population of 
slightly more than three thousand, 
are adjoining towns located sixty- 
five miles south of St. Louis in the 
Missouri Lead Belt. Being small 
towns and noted only for being 
located in one of the world’s richest 
lead-mining areas, they suddenly 
were projected into front-page 
headlines by a disastrous tornado 
which struck suddenly on the after- 
noon of May 21. 

With very little advance warn- 
ing, the tornado roared in from 
the southwest and cut a destruc- 
tive path about six blocks wide 
through the heart of Cantwell and 
Desloge and continued its journey 
of destruction for another ten 
miles. Lasting just a few moments, 
the violent storm left eight persons 
dead and thirty-nine persons in- 
jured and approximately ten mil- 
lion dollars in property damage to 
homes, business places and public 
buildings. 

Headlines of tornadoes and other 
disasters are often read and dis- 
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missed with a deep sigh of regret 
for the poor people living in the 
disaster area. However, when many 
of those poor victims are our own 
beloved Church of God members, 
then it makes the news a personal 
matter which concerns each of us 
individually. Always the true story 
of a disaster such as this is told 
only in the personal and individual 
sufferings endured by the people 
directly involved. 

There were twenty-eight build- 
ings completely destroyed, eighty- 
seven unlivable without repair, and 
one hundred eighty-five damaged 
badly. Included in this number were 
seven homes destroyed and eleven 
homes badly damaged of our 
Church of God people in the area. 
One Church of God woman, Sister 
Edith Brown, mother of Sister C. E. 
French, returned missionary, had 
bought her home during the de- 
pression days and had improved it 
through the years. Being several 
miles away when the storm struck, 
Sister Brown returned soon after 
and found nothing where once her 


home had stood. Though our hearts 
go out to Sister Brown and all 
the others who lost their homes 
and belongings which they had 
taken a lifetime to accumulate, we 
nevertheless are thankful that hone 
of our Church of God people lost 
their lives in the storm. 

The members of a family from 
the nearby town of Farmington 
were having their first reunion in 
twenty-five years at a farmhouse 
near Desloge when the storm burst 
upon them with all its fury. The 
farmhouse was completely demol- 
ished and four members of the 
family were killed and two critical- 
ly injured. Nature in her fury is 
not only greatly destructive, but is 
often freakish in her actions as 
well. One couple coming for the 
family reunion saw the storm ap- 
proaching as they neared the farm- 
house. Bringing the car ‘to a halt, 
they tried to make it to what they 
thought was the safety of the 
farmhouse. The storm engulfed 
them before they could reach the 
house and both were killed. The 
car they ran from was left un- 
damaged by the howling wind. 

One hour before the tornado 
lashed the towns with its fury, the 
Desloge High School had dismissed 
for the day and four hundred stu- 
dents had dispersed to their homes, 
not knowing that for many of them 
that one hour was the difference 
between life and death. After the 
storm had swept by, there re- 
mained nothing but the mangled 
steel and battered brick walls of 
the school that was to have been 
the scene of their graduation ex- 
ercises just two days later. 

The churches of the Cantwell and 
Desloge area were especially hard 
hit. In Desloge the Greek Orthodox 
Catholic Church was completely 
demolished, with nothing more 
than the front wall standing. The 
Methodist Church parsonage was 
destroyed, while the church build- 
ing suffered some damage. The 
Catholic Church also received the 
brunt of the storm and was heavily 
damaged. In Cantwell the Baptist 
Church steeple was blown away, 
and the damage to the roof 
caused considerable water damage 
to the interior of the building. 

Almost as great a loss to the 
Cantwell Church of God people as 
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the loss of their homes was the 
total loss of their cherished church 
edifice which had been completed 
in 1951 and was not completely 
paid for. A frame building with 
granite veneer, the church building 
occupied a choice piece of property 
located on Federal Highway 67 
which runs through Cantwell. 
Catching the full force of the rag- 
ing wind, the building was leveled 
to the basement with a complete 
loss of everything above the base- 
ment, including all of the beautiful 
factory-made pews, the baby grand 
piano, plumbing fixtures for the 
rest rooms, song books and chairs. 

One of the most beautiful church 
buildings in this entire area, the 
Cantwell church had cost $42,000 to 
construct and was insured at the 
time of destruction for $20,000. The 
insurance adjuster declared the 
building a total loss; therefore, the 
church will receive the total 
amount of insurance. However, 
there was an indebtedness on the 
building of approximately $11,000 
at the time of destruction. 


The Cantwell Church of God is 
one of the oldest Churches of God 
in Missouri and from the church 
have come many ministers, mis- 
sionaries and Christian workers 
who have carried the gospel to all 
corners of the earth. With the cour- 
age and determination that only 
God can give in times of sorrow 
such as this, Brother Bill Heron, 
the pastor, and his faithful people 
have already begun plans to recon- 
struct their house of worship that 
it may continue to be a blessing 
to the people of this area as it 
has been now for many. years. 


As one surveyed the damaged 
area with its debris scattered in 
all directions, it seemed as if some 
giant monster in his rage had raked 
his immense paw across the earth 
with the intent to destroy all in 
its path. Yet it seems almost mi- 
raculous that with so many build- 
ings completely destroyed, no more 
than four persons in town and 
four persons in the country were 
killed. Our voices rise in praise to 
God for His protection of our people 
who are numerous in this area. 
Surely we can only say that in 
the storm God’s hand was yet upon 
His people.

DEEP IN THE jungles 
of Ecuador live the Auca Indians, a 
remnant of precivilization savagerv and 


heathenism. Neither civilization nor 
Christianity has been able to’ reach 
them; the few efforts that have been 
made have usually ended in massacre 
or worse. 

All the world was electrified in Jan- 
uary, 1956, when five American mis- 
sionaries attempted to contact the Au- 
cas, only to be slaughtered at their land- 
ing point. The bravery and zeal of the 
five young men is one of the truly glori- 
ous chapters of twentieth century mis- 
sionary effort. These martyrs proved to 
the world that the same Spirit that 
filled the Christian bosom during the 
first century still fills the Christian 
heart of today. 

When young Jim Elliot was a senior 
in Wheaton College, he wrote in his 
diary: “He makes His ministers a flame 
of fire: Am I ignitable? God deliver 
me from the asbestos of ‘other things.’ 
Saturate me with the oil of the Spirit 
that I may be a flame. But flame is 
transcient, often short-lived. Canst thou 
hear this, my soul—-short life? In me 
there dwells the Spirit of the Great 
Short-Lived, whose zeal for God's house 
consumed Him. ‘Make me Thy fuel, 
Flame of God.’ ” 

How God answered this prayer is un- 
forgettably related by Elliot's wife, Betty. 
Her book is graphic but unemotional, ex- 
cept for that genuine emotion of the 
Spirit of God. She relates step by step 
how God led five separate lives to a con- 
verging point in the untamed wilds of 
Ecuador, and how the flame of their 
love burned constantly for the savage 
Aucas. The result is one of the greatest 
missionary books ever produced—a ten- 
der, subjective and dramatic saga of 
Christian love and sacrifice. 

The effort of the five missionaries to 
reach the Auca tribe is minutely traced. 
The painfully slow .planning _ stage, 
which included breaking in a small 
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measure the difficult language barrier, 
then the endless flights over the treach- 
erous jungle to drop gifts of friendship 
to the primitive savages who know only 
to slaughter and to destroy. After long 
weeks of air-to-ground contact with the 
Aucas, the five young missionaries land- 
ed their plane in the steaming jungle 
in order to make personal contact with 
this tribe who never had heard the name 
of Jesus. What happened to these men 
belongs in the chronicle of Christian 
heroes of all ages. Their blood was 
spilled in the glory of His cause. Their 
bodies were buried in a common grave 
in the hostile territory of those whom 
they so loved that they gave their lives 
for them. Those dark stone-age minds 
could not comprehend the fact of love 
or friendship, and still they live in super- 
stition, fear and dense darkness. The 
Christian world owes much to Jim 
Elliot, Pete Fleming, Nate Saint, Ed 
McCully and Roger Yonderian—and to 
Betty Elliot for her skillful telling of 
their story. The book is profusely il- 
lustrated with photographs made by the 
members of the party and by Life maga- 
zine.

Leaders of seven Protestant 
a in Israel appealed to Secre- 


ry General Dag Hammarskjold 
of the United Nations to press ef- 
forts for lasting peace in the Mid- 
dle East. Their message said that 
delay in finding the way to a true 
and lasting peace increases the 
Pg ne not only of an outbreak 
of violence in the Middle East but 
of a general war. They stressed 
that peace conditions must include 
guarantees of freedom from ag- 
gression for Israel and other na- 
tions in the area. 

Clergymen si g the message 
were representatives of the Church 
of England, Church of Scotland, 
Church of the Nazarene, the Pente- 
costal Church, the Assemblies of 
God, the American Gospel Church, 
and the Anglican Mission. 


Schenectady Station Stops 
Paid Gospel Broadcasting 


Because it had an “imbalance” of 
fundamental Protestant theology in 
its oe broadcasts, radio sta- 
tion WGY, Schenectady, New York, 
has —— a new policy which 
will eliminate all paid gospel broad- 
casting on the station. 

Merl Galusha, station manager, 
said the station—a General Elec- 
tric Company affiliate—would con- 
tinue to provide free time for an 
“adequate, representative schedule 
of religious broadcasts.” He said 
the station had declined to renew 
a contract for a program featuring 
Billy Graham. 

The station manager listed other 
programs that no longer would be 
carried on a paid basis after pres- 
ent contracts expired—“Word of 
Life,” “Bible Study Hour” and 
“Lutheran Hour” were included. 





Mr. Galusha ted out that it 
was “quite likely” that some pro- 
grams that have been carried on 
a paid basis would be included in 
the free-time schedule. He said the 
station had been carrying eight 
hours of religious programing, and 
that two and a half hours of that 
had been used by individuals or 
pom representing a “Fundamen- 

” view of Protestantism. 

He asserted that the station was 
not quarreling with the theological 
context of the evangelical pro- 

rams, but felt the time allocated 

them constituted an “imbalance” 
in favor of one religious philoso- 
phy. Galusha said the station was 
revising its religious coverage “to 
meet our a of provid- 
ing broad representation.” 


World-wide “Hymn Festivals” 
to Honor Charles Wesley's 
Birth 

The 250th anniversary of the 
birth of Charles Wesley will be 
celebrated during 1957 by Method- 
ists and others throughout the 
world. This prediction was made 
by Bishop W. Earl Ledden, Syra- 
cuse, New York, president of the 
Methodist Council of Bishops, at 
the annual meeting of the Method- 
ist General Board of Evangelism 
in San Diego, California. 

The H Society of America 
and various interdenominational 
grou are expected to cooperate 
in the celebration. There will be 
“hymn festivals’ in many cities, 
and Methodists around the world 
will be called to sing Wesley’s 
——. The World Methodist Coun- 
cil, which conceived the idea for 
the observance, has asked the 
Methodist General Board of Evan- 
gelism to spearhead it. 

(Charles Wesley was the brother 
of John Wesley, founder of Method- 
ism. He was born December 18, 
1707, and lived in England. He 


wrote about 6,500 hymns, including 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” “Love 
Divine, All Loves Excelling,” “A 
Charge to Keep I Have,” “O, for 
a Thousand Tongues to Sing” and 
“Hark, the Herald Angels Sing.”) 
In England, one of the largest 
ublishing ventures in wre a 
00-volume catalogue of 5,000,000 
books, .including many religious 
books and Bible commentaries, was 
announced by the British Museum. 
It is hoped to publish a catalogue 
of books in all the Western lan- 
guages from the beginning of 
printing in the 1450’s to the “end 
of 1955. The trustees of the museum 
are to send details of a plan for 
a new er catalogue of printed 
books 2,000 libraries all over 
the world. The plan is to publish 
about one volume a week over a 
six-year period. The 300-volume 
catalogue will then be sold all over 
the world.

Dr. E. Luther Cunning- 
ham, pastor of St. Paul’s Baptist 
church, said, “The neighborhood is 
drowning in a sea of liquor. We 
have to awaken the residents to 
the fact that they are becoming a 
prey to the mushrooming tap- 
rooms.” Some 20 men of his church 
formed the pavement picket parade, 
bearing such signs as: “Why spend 
your food and rent money on 
whiskey?” “Whiskey and character 
yd mix.” “Think of your chil-

Scriptures Now Published 
in 1,109 Languages 


The American Bible Society says 
that complete Bibles, Testaments, 
or Bible portions have been pub- 
lished in 1,109 languages and dia- 
lects. It says that 17 new languages 
were added to the list last year. 

As of January 1, 1957, the whole 
Bible is available in 210 languages 
or dialects, a.complete New Testa- 
ment in 271 more, and one. or 
more single books of the Bible in 
628 others. Last year the society 
—— three complete Bibles for 
he first time in the following lan- 
guages: Bemba, spoken in Northern 
Rhodesia; Nimbi Ijo, in Nigeria; 
and Marovo, in the Solomon 
Islands. It also issued New Testa- 
ments for the first time in Kuskok- 
wim Eskimo, for Alaska; in Navaho, 
for Indians in the American South- 
west; and in Tzeltal, Mexico.
